The ousiructiopista (o the Board, wno are
responsible for ihls delay of a much.-needed
peforin, at‘empt to jastify their action by
clsimmg toat the matier la one which de-
mauds further and more thorongh consldera-
tion tban bus yet been given to 1.

Those. on the other hand, who are in favor
of tie resolution advoonted by Tue EvesiNg
Wontp and introduced by Commlssioner
U'Heten, polot ol iho fact thar the aucject has
alreany been before the Hoard at its last toor
meetipgs and han beea thoroughly andexhanat-
Jreiv digcusped In peveral cominittes meetings,
and declars that there ia not the slightest rea.
son for any further delay, :

The resolotion was called up at yesterday's
meeling of the Board of Education by Com-
m arioaer O'Briey, who ssked for Its Onal dis-
punition.

] am sircngly convinced of the gremt oe-
censity of thin mensuse," wald Mr. O'Brien,
‘innd It ought lo ve adopted without further
delay.

** The Trustees of the Ninctaenth Ward have
already taken the matier up voluntanly, and
ihelr unnpimous action in favor of opening the
sahools pot later than & 80 in the morning and
ntBo'vlock ln stormy and inclement wealher,
shows (hat 8o far as tne Trustees ure concérned
there 1s no sucl general opposition to the pas.
saue of this res0la.don as some of the Commis-
sloners wonld huve us Lelleve,

io the Board of ‘Lrustees, aud all precautions
have been lmken Jor the supervisiom of the
chilvren, and we are willing ia the Nineteenth
Ward 1o take the entire respoasioility of the
opeulug of the schools at the eariler hour pro-

“Other Commismioners say thut It will be
impualng o vevere burden upon the teachers It
this plan ie adopted, but 1 do uet believe it
Tne teachers In the Nioeteenth Ward do nos
Tegurd It wn & hardstip, and pot one of them
has complained of suy extra burdem that \he
new reyuiations there Dave imposed.

Mr.0'Brien polnied out that it thisameniment
were adopted \he matter would be lalt just ex-
acily where it stood at pressnt, and the trustees
of ench ward could take aollon or mot just ay
they pleased, for no obligation Lo aot coald be
impused upon thom. [lo sald that what wus
needed was some uniform role whlch would
apply to every school in the eiiy,

Commissioner Agoew siated that she haa

o give bis oplpien in the matier, and he spoke 4

Yery siroogly agaslost the resolntiom and ex-
preswed the hope that It would be refectued,
He sald that It would prove a aource of great
trouvie and Inconvenience st his sohool and at
many olbers.

Mr. O'Brien expressed his surpriss inat such
A lettor uad been writien, and asked that it be
Tead, bur Mrs, Agnew eald it wis' & private
letter and she aid not feel at liberiy 1o make
the name of the wriler publie

The trustees all
Enow about it, snd they have had overy oppor-
funliy 1o protest if they objected to It. Thus
far only one seema to have offerea ARy ob-
Jection, and his name Is withhioid.”
